REPORTS. 



BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

Your Board, having considered carefully the papers referred 
to them, beg leave to report as follows : 

SOULE COLLEGE. 

The Trustees of Soule College, the only collegiate institu- 
tion for males belonging to the Texas Conference, submitted 
their report. 

The Commencement exercises of last session are said to 
have been better than for the past ten years, and the year closed 
with increased patronage. 

After the close of the session some delay was experienced 
in procuring a President, Dr. E. D. Pitts having resigned. 

Prof. Garland P. Tarrant, however, arrived and opened the 
session a few weeks since, with encouraging prospects. The 
building and grounds are valued at $20,000. The building is 
free from debt and in good repair. The college is earnestly 
commended to the support and patronage of the Texas Con- 
ference. 

CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The Trustees of Chappell Hill Female College, Rev. E. W. 
Tarrant, A. M , President, submit the following statistics: 
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Department of English — 5 teachers and 80 pupils. 

Department of Ancient and Modern Languages ~ 3 teachers 
! an d 35 pupils. 

Department of Vocal and Instrumental Music — 2 teachers j 
and 36 scholars. 

Department of Art, Drawing and Painting — 1 teacher and I 
! 23 pupils. 

The teachers are all regular graduates, with an average ex- 
perience of seven years, all heartily enlisted in Church and Sun- 
day-school work. 50 pupils are members of the Church, of 
which number 15 have joined the Church within the past twelve 
months. 

A neat and elegant addition, Centenary Hall, with a capac- 
ity for 30 occupants, has been made to the Boarding Department, 
giving, with the old building, ample room for 50 boarders. 

The course of study is co-extensive with that of any of our 
Southern female colleges. 

The board of one pupil, washing and lights included, is $14 
per month. Tuition from $3 to $5 per month. The Boarding 
I Department is under the assistant supervision of Mrs. E. W. 

Tarrant, who guards closely the health, habits and comfort of 
1 those entrusted to her care. 

The school year is divided into two terms : first beginning 
Sept. 1, and ending Jan. 23 ; second, beginning Jan. 26 and 
ending June 15. 

The school is heartily recommended to the patronage and sup- 
port of the Church. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

The Trustees of the Southwestern University, at George- 
town, have submitted their report, with the following statistics :

BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION, 



From a full survey of the field before us, we are happy to 
state that the outlook is encouraging. The work is developing 
finely, and we are establishing Methodism all over our land by 
building houses of worship for the “Great Head of the Church.” 
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The literature from Rev. David Morton, Secretary of the 
General Board, is very useful and ought to be in the hands of 
j ever} 7 member of this Conference, and we urge the preachers to 
send for the leaflets, the annual reports and the catalogue of 
architectural plans ; enough to furnish the people in their respec- 
tive charges. 

While we are very much encouraged by the general outlook 
in our own Conference, some improvements are very desireable. 
j Our preachers and people need arousing to the great importance j 
of this work. In the Galveston District there are four charges j 
that have reported no money for ‘‘Church Extension;” in the j 
Austin dirtrict there are five ; in the Huntsville district, eight ; 

! in the Chappell Hill, four, and in the Calvert, nine; making a Jj 
total of thirty charges that have contributed nothing to the 
Church Extension Fund during the Conference year just closing. 

Your Board have assisted, during the year, in building five 
Methodist churches, appropriating to that work $330. 

1. Fifty dollars were donated to build a church at Court- 
ney, Grimes county, Texas, a country town of about three hun- : 
dred inhabitants, surrounded by a thickly populated country. 
This house has not been completed, but is in a condition to be 
used for worship, and we hope will soon be finished. 

2. We have appropriated $80 to the Center Point Church, 
on the Lexington Circuit, Lee county. This church has been 
completed and accommodates a large number of people, being 
situated in a populous neighborhood. 

3. Your Board have appropriated $50 to assist in building 
| the Friendship Church, in Milam county. This church has not 

been completed, but will be, we hope, soon. It is being used to 
worship in. 

4. To Sneed’s Chapel, on the Mavsfield Circuit, in Milam 
county, we have donated $50. There is good promise that it 
will be finished very soon. The people worship in it at the 
present time. 

5. We have appropriated to the Fifth Ward Methodist 
Church, Houston, $100. This church has not been completed, 
but is being used as a place of worship, and we are assured that 
this donation will carry it to completion.

the organ of our general Conference, should have the encourage- 
ment that its position and merits demand, so that it may attain 
to a higher degree of excellence and usefulness, and may send 
Christianizing influences into every household of the land, and 
challenge the attention of the thinking world. The Sunday- 
school literature sent cut from our publishing house we believe 
to be equal to any, and superior to most, of the Sunday-school 
literature of the day, and we recommend it to our Sunday-schools 
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as being -the best suited to our wants in every way. We would 
also mention our Woman' s Missionary Advocate and the Advo- 
cate of Missio?is. Both of these periodicals are laboring in a 
noble cause, and deserve the patronage of our Church, to enable 
them to so educate the people in the cause of missions that in 
a few years our contributions to this cause may be vastly in- 
creased. 

We have also had before us the matter relating to the Texas 
Christian Advocate , and are pleased to learn that it is on a 
sound financial basis, and is in a prosperous condition. We re- 
gard the Advocate as a great auxiliary to the diffusion of religious 
knowledge in Iexas, and urge upon the preachers and members 
of the Church to give it their hearty support, and to exert them- 
selves to increase its circulation.

We would call attention to the 874 lay members of ourCon- 
feience, who are devoting their time, energies, and talents to 
the religious instruction of our children, and that without hope 
of gain or reward. We honor these servants of God as among 
the most effective home missionaries, who are sending the <r OS _ 
pel into many homes that are practically inaccessible to & our 
I Poachers. Church is doing a great work through the 

agency of its Sunday-schools ; but not all if might or ought to do. 

But the question is asked, What are our Sunday-schools do- 
ing for the Church ? We hear incidentally, that the children 
are good collectors for missions, Conference collections, or any- 
thing else they are interested in, and we think that their labors 
should be reported in proper form. We hear occasionally of 
children being converted and uniting with the Church from the 
Sunday-school; in this we rejoice, but yet we think that a full 
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report should be made of all that our Sunday-schools are ac- 
complishing. Such a report would encourage the Church in its 
efforts, and be of great gain to the Sunday-schools.
